"One such cargo belonged to Dr. Alonzo Wood, who joined 
a train bound for Oregon in May 1846. He was undertaking 
to deliver the first colony of bees west of the Rockies, for 
contrary to belief, the honey bee was not a native American 
and had not crossed the Mississippi River until 1797. 
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"The trip was not easy for Dr. Wood ; he 
had to stop early each day to let the bees out 
to graze, and then push on alone at night to 
catch up with the departed train. He often 
found the wagons already encamped. 




"But unfortunately, just a few miles from 
their destination, the bee hive was swept to 
destruction in a flash flood. It was not until 
1854, eight years later, that bees were 
successfully brought to Oregon." 



"When duststorms, Indian raiders, or land 
without vegetation presented hazards, the 
freighter stayed with the train. For days 
the bees were hungry prisoners, until sage- 
brush country loomed into view.
